Prof. 
W. H. 
Williamson of 
the 
Dixon College, who is venerated 
by 
all the teachers of the county, gave 
an address 
upon 
“ The 
Growing 
Teacher” which presented in a strong 
light the teachev’s duty to herself and 
her profession. 
Among other thoughts he said each 
one is responsible for his own ideal 
which is a spiritual product of his 
mental 
a ttitude and ideas of life. 
Ideals are subject to the laws of evo­ 
lution just as tbe body and tbe soul 
are subject to e olution. 
Our ideals 
of today differ from 
our ideals of 
childhood just as we differ and our 
ideals will continue to grow and de­ 
velop as our bodies and 
minds de­ 
velop. 
Tbe ideal recitation is the out­ 
growth of the growing teacher, who is 
the developing teacher. 
Only a liv­ 
ing thing can grow and 
develop 
The 
plant 
grows because 
it 
has 
life 
and 
can 
reach 
out into tbe world about it and bring 
unto itself by a system of digestion 
and absorption until the elem ents 
form a part of its own organism. 
The 
animal only can develop mentally, be­ 
cause it has a distinct organism which 
the plant has not. 
There are some so-called teachers 
who are not teachers. 
You cannot be 
a teacher without growth, evolution, 
development. 
You will do one of two 
things, develope or retrograde. 
A 
teacher who reglects to 
cultiva te 
tha t which is above the plane of his 
teaching will degenerate in the lower 
—one reflects the light and experience 
of its energy upon the other. A young 
man or woman who will enter this 
profession ana cease to grow, will 
actually degenerate and should be 
weeded out. 
A person might develop 
and grow in some other profession, but 
if he does not make a good teacher he 
Bhould be gotten rid of. 
Unless there be the living germ of 
the teacher in the applicant he will 
never become a teacher. 
Prof. W il­ 
liamson was glad to see tha t the coun­ 
ty superintendents are growing year 
by year more strict in their examina­ 
tions. 
Different examples of teachers 
were critically analized by the speaker 
to the amusement and profit of his 
listeners, and tbe ways in which a 
teacher may know he is growing were 
pointed out. 
Unless the teacher finds his work 
daily growing easier and he approach­ 
es nearer and nearer the Ideal recita 
tion he is not growing. 
If you find 
tha t your children learn with greater 
ease and there is less tardiness and ab­ 
sences, if you find tha t you take more 
inte|est in the little affairs of the 
school, in the pleasures or discomforts 
of the pupils, in their joys and trials, 
their a musements and 
discourage­ 
ments and are becoming more sym­ 
pathetic with the life of your school 
you are enjoying the double process of 
growth and development. 
What is 
there of more worth than the spirit­ 
ual development of the teacher 
in 
her work, the putting of her impress 
upon the growing lives of the pupils?

HE village of Osterno, lying, or, 
rather, scrambling, along the 
banks of tbe river Oster, is at 
no time anrexhllarating spot.

That the Russian peasant is by na­ 
ture one of the cheeriest, the noisiest 
and lightest hearted of men is only an­ 
other proof of the Creator’s power, for 
this dimly lighted “soul” has nothing 
to cheer him on his forlorn way but the 
memory of the last indulgence in 
strong drink and the hope of more to 
come. 
He is harassed by a ruthless 
tax collector; he is shut off from the 
world by enormous distances over im­ 
practicable roads. 
When the famine 
comes, and come it assuredly will, the 
moujik has no alternative but to stay 
where he is and starve. 
Since Alex­ 
ander II. of philanthropic memory 
made the Russian serf a free'm an the 
blessings of freedom haVe been found 
to resolve themselves chiefly into a per­ 
fect liberty to die of starvation, of 
cold or of dire disease. When he was a 
serf this man was of some small value 
to some one; now he is of no conse­ 
quence to any one whatever except 
blmself, and, with considerable intelli­ 
gence, he sets but small store upon his 
own existence. Freedom, in fact, came 
to him before he was ready for it, and, 
hampered as he has been by petty de 
partm ental tyranny, government neg­ 
lect and a natural stupidity, he has 
made very small progress toward a 
mental independence. 
All that he has 
learned to do Is to hate his tyrants. 
When famine urges him he goes blind­ 
ly, helplessly, dumbly, and tries to take 
by force that which is denied by force. 
Some day there will be in Russia a 
Terror, but not yet. Some day the mou­ 
jik wilDerect unto himself a rough sort 
•of a guillotine, but not in our day. Per­ 
haps some of us who are young men 
now may dimly rend In our dotage of 
a great upheaval beside which the Ter­ 
ror of France will be tame and un­ 
eventful. Who can tell? When a coun­ 
try begins to grow its mental develop­ 
ment is often startllngly rapid. 
But we have to do with Russia of to­ 
day ami the village of Osterno, In the 
government of Tver; not a “famine” 
government, mind you. for these are 
the Volga provinces—Samara. Pensa, 
Voronish. Vintka and a dozen others. 
No. Tver the civilized, the prosperous, 
the manufacturing center. 
The street, bounded on either side by 
low 
wooden 
houses, 
is. 
singularly 
enough, well paved; this, the traveler is 
told, by the tyrant Prince Pavlo, who 
m a de the road because lie did not like 


driving over ruts and through puddles, 
the usual Russian rural thoroughfare; 
not because Prince Pavlo wanted to 
give the peasants work, not beta use 
he wanted to save tlleiu from starva­ 
tion. not at all, although in the grutlli* 
cation of his own whim he happened 
to render those trifling services, but 
merely because he was a great “bariu," 
a prince who could have anything he 
desired. Had not the other burin, Steiu- 
rnetz by name, sur *.'in tended the work 
—Steiumetz, the hated, the loathed, the 
tool of the tyrant whom they never 
see? Ask the “starost.” the mayor of 
the village. He knows the bavins and 
hates them. 
Michael ltoou, the starosta or elder 
of Osterno, president of the mir, or vil­ 
lage council, principal shopkeeper, m ay­ 
or and only intelligent soul of the 9 00, 
probably had T artar blood in bis veins. 
To this strain may be attributed the 
narrow T artar face, the keen black 
eyes, the short, spare tigure which 
many remember to this day, although 
Michael Roon has been dead these 
many years. 
It was late in the autumn, one even­ 
ing remembered by many for its death 
roll, that the starosta was standing at 
the door of his small shop. 
lie was 
apparently Idle. He never sold vodka, 
and the majority of the villagers were 
In one of the three thriving inns which 
drove a famous trade in strong drink 
and weak tea. It was a very hot even­ 
ing. 
The starosta shook his head fore­ 
bodingly. 
It was 
cholera 
weather. 
Cholera had come to Osterno; had 
come, the starosta thought, to stay. 
It had settled down in Osterno, aud 
nothing but the winter frosts would 
kill it, when hunger typhus would un- 
doubti ü y succeed it.

his 
head at the sunset ami forgot to regret 
the badness of the times from

He had done 
all he could. He had notified

Paul passed through the ranks of his 
retainers, himself a head taller than 
the tallest footman, a few inches broad­ 
er than the sturdiest keeper. 
He ac­

by a single terrorist, who threw be­ 
neath the carriage of the grand duke 
a bomb charged with the same high- 
power explosive which wrought Min­ 
ister von Plehve’s death. 
The missile 
was packed with nails and fragm ents 
of iron, and its explosion tore the im­ 
perial victim’s body to ghastly frag­ 
ments, which strewed the snow* for 
yards around. 


S cen e of th e C rim e D escrib ed , 
The scene of the crime was the great

triangle 
within 
the 
Kremlin, 
bounded by the arsenal treasury and 
courts of ju stice, in one angle of which 
is the Xieholas, or little, palace, where 
the grand duke d w elt 
At the oppo­ 
site corner is the Nikolsky gate, the 
exit to the town beyond the ram parts. 
At 3 p. m. the equipage of the grand 
duke emerging from the gates of the 
palace, followed by sleighs containing 
secret police, swept at a sm art pace to­ 
wn rds the gate. 
In a minute the car­ 
riage was in front of the courts of jus­ 
tice. where the walls of the triangle 
approach, forming a narrow entrance 
to the Nikolsky gate.

The assassin 
was throw n to the 
ground and stunned by the force of the 
explosion, but he quickly arose am.

Nicholas has issued a manifesto sta ting 
that a heavy sorrow has fallen upon

gius. In the 48 th year of his age. 
“He was stricken down,” the mani­ 
festo says, “by tbe ruthless hand of an 
assassin, w'ho aimed at his life, so dear 
to us. 
Mourning in him an uncle and 
friend whose whole life of 
activity 
and care was always devoted to the 
service of our house ami fatherland, 
we have firm confidence that all our 
subjects will share and sympathize in 
our sorrow and will unite their heart­ 
felt prayers with our own for the re­ 
pose of the soul of the departed.” 
Opinions differ as to the political ef­ 
fect of the tragedy, some inclining to 
the view that the killing of a mem­ 
ber of the imperial family may result ! 
in Nicholas II reviving a period of 
reaction; but this opinion is not gener-. 
ally shared. 
London, Feb. 18 —There is but one 
note in the newspapers of Europe and 
England with reference to the assa ssin­ 
ation of the Grand Duke Sergius, and ( 
that, is of vigorous execration of th e .

To get at a honeycomb seventy feet 
overhead with nothing between it and 
the ground but a smooth and branch­ 
less trunk seems at first sight impos- 
•ibie without ladders or ropes. 
It Is 
a simple m atter to the Polynesian. 
H« 
cuts a few yards from the tough stem 
of a creeper and forms of it a bush 
rope; with this be makes a loop around 
the trunk and his body. 
Jerking th« 
loop a little above his head he lean« 
back and begins walking up, his bar« 
feet pressed against the trunk. 
Re­ 
peating the operation, be gradually 
gains the top. 
The w’hole ascent 
is 
made without exhausting use of muscle 
Cotton weaving has done more for 
Great Britain within the last century 
than any one other industry. 
The In­ 
dians of Central and South America 
have for centuries past used a loom 
so elaborate that ours is, comparative­ 
ly speaking, but a slight improvement 
upon it. 
We should never have had the pan­ 
ama hat but for the quick fingered In­ 
dians of the isthm us of Panama. Even 
today their secret process for season­ 
ing the grass blades used in weaving 
these hats remains unrivaled. 
Basket* 
makers of the same region make baa- 
kets which will hold water without 
leaking—another Invention which 
is 
quite beyond us. 
Felting was Invented by Polynesian 
savages and brought by tbe Hawaiian 
natives to a perfection we have nev er 
excelled. 
They not only made cover­ 
ings for their houses 
and blankets out 
Of felt, but by pounding the inner bark 
of certain trees succeeded in producing 
soft and comfortable seamless gar­ 
ments of this material, sack as sleev e­ 
less coats and clonks. 
Mortar was made by the people o f 
Tahiti when o ur ancestors were shiv er­ 
ing In holes 
In the rocks. They div ed 
into the sea. brought 
up great lumps o f 
coral, burned them in pits, using wo o d 
fts fuel, and mixed the lime they go t la 
this fashion with sharp sand and water. 
With this mixture the ingenious sav­ 
age plastered the walls and floor o f hia 
house, no d a better mo rtar could not be 
obtained. 
Another 
purely 
savage 
invention, 
which is perhaps the most familiar ob­ 
ject of modern life, is the tobacco pipe 
—not only the common clay which the 
North American Indians molded cen­ 
turies ago out of the red sandstone 
o t 
Colorado, but the wooden pipe, the pro­ 
totype of the everyday brier.—London 
Answers.

Every window in

lofty facade of the palace of justice 
was shattered and bits of iron were 
imbedded deeply in the wall? of the 
arsenal a hundred, yards away. 
Grand Duchess Elizabeth, who has 
been engaged daily in the task 
of 
preparing comforts for the sick 
and 
wounded Ki^sian soldiers 
in 
Man­ 
churia, was about to drive to the pal­ 
ace to Join h« r husband. 
When she 
heard of what had befallen the grand 
duke she was driven in haste to the 
scene of the tragedy, and knelt hat- 
less and coHtless on the blood-stain**d 
snow' and murmured prayers for the 
welfare of the soul of her slain con­ 
sort. 
The sound of the explosion

heard throughout the city and even 
beyond the river. 
A crowd began to 
assemble and even to handle grim evi­ 
dences of the tragedy while they dis­ 
cussed the affair in awe struck voices. 
Police officials rapidly gathered, but

William A. Sunday was born forty - 
one y ears ago near Ames, Iowa, and 
brought up on a farm. 
“ I am a hay ­ 
seed of the hay seeds,” he say s. 
His 
grandfather was an infidel, but insist 
ed that Billy should go to Sunday 
school. 
In winter the boy attended 
school, and in summer he worked as 
hard as a man, and “ kept up his sta 
tion in the harvest field before he was 
in his teens.” 
WheD he came to Chi­ 
cago Billy changed from corn plowing 
and harvesting to ball play ing, and 
attended Northwestern academy dur­ 
ing the winter. 
He was converted a ’ 
the Pacific Garden Mission, and then 
united with the Jefferson Park Pres­ 
by terian church 
This was some six­ 
teen y ears ago. 
“ How did y ou g et y our start at 
preaching? ” was asked. 
“ I liked to speak when I was a boy 
at school,” was the reply , “ and was 
frequently on the floor for a declama­ 
tion. 
After I was converted I alway s 
made it a point to testify at pray er 
meeting. 
I thought out something to 
say , and said it. 
“ I went into Y . M. C. A. work, 
then spent two y ears with Dr. J. Wil­ 
bur Chapman In evangelistic work. 
After that I went for my self,” 
THINKS FINNEY A MODEL. 
‘‘Did y ou make a study of evangelis- 
tio work? ” 
“ Yes, 1 read the biographies and 
worKSof the great enuifce.isu, of Fin­ 
ney , Spurgeon, Mooiy , and many oth­ 
ers. 
Finney 1 found the most in­ 
structive. 
He was the 
greatest 
preacher since the day s of the Apostle 
Paul. I like his bold, determined way 
of talking to sinners. 
Id o not criti­ 
cise any man’s way , but I find that a 
man must not smooth the edges 
when he is preaching to sinful men. 
They like him better if he is frank 
with them and talks right out* 


HIS METHODS. 
“ My present method of holding a 
m eeting ,” continued Mr. Sunday , “ is 
to have a large temporary tabernacle 
built in the center of town. 
It is con­ 
structed of rough lumber, with paper 
; lining and tar paper on the outside. 
! The ground is covered with thin shav- 
j ings, and nobody suffers with cold 
| Men will come to a tabernacle of this 
j kind who will not go to church, 
i 
’’For the first week or two weeks I 
i preach to church members and do not 
I give any invitations. 
The outsider 
sees that I do not apologize for the 
j sins of church members, and he can- 
j not complain when I begin to preach 
about bis sins 
“ 1 bold two meetings a day , except 
on Sunday , when I hold three, and on 
Monday , when I do not hold any 
meeting. 
A t the evening m eeting I 
seldom preach less than aft hour, and 
i sometimes more than an hour. 
My 
; sermon on amusements is sometimes 
nearly three hours long. 
1 find about 
1 an hour necessary to make an effective 
impression. 
It|does not seem to me 
difficult to reach outsiders when the 
churches are right. 
In fact, I have 
never seen the churches g et right 


without a revival as the result. And I 
have never known meetin g s to succeed 
when the churches wo n ’t g et rig ht.” 


H E IS UNDERSTOOD, 
His voice, which is a lig ht tenor, 
becomes husky and hoarse, but is 
heard at the outer ed g e of the Audi 
ence. And his language is understood. 
Nobody has any d o u b t about what 
Mr. Sunday is say ing. 
“ The ordinary 
fellow,” he remarked to me, “ the fel­ 
low who swaggers around town, uses a 
few hundred words, ODe-thirdof which 
are ‘cuss’ words, another third vulgar, 
and the 
remaining third common 
vernacular, I try the last on him, and 
it gets hold on him 
If y ou use a 
man’s own language, he thinks y ou 
understand him and y o u establish a 
relationship, a bond o f sy mpaty , with 
him .” 
That Billy establishes a relation­ 
ship with his audience before he has 
gone very far with his sermon, is quite 
evident. 
They watch him as the boy s 
used to watch him when he play ed 
ball. 
And they applaud, or laugh, or 1 
• j wipe the moisture from their ey es, or 
and shout “ Am en.” 
SERIOUS FOR SINNERS. 
Amusing as Mr. Sunday sometimes 
is, he makes it a serious matter for the 
wicked. 
“ Sinners shall be consumed 
out of the earth,” is a hot text in it 
self, and It grows h o tter each tim e 
the eager preacher huils it at the 
heads of the sinners in front of him. 
Ho does not have so much to say 
abonc divine wrath 
as about the 
meanness of being a sinner, and about 
its natural danger. 
“ I preach about 
vices rather than about sin in g en­ 
eral,” he said, and he has a way of 
showing 
up vice 
which puts the 
off ! offender in a corner where it is hard 
for him to respect himself, or to doubt 
that he has been making a great fool 
of himself. 
Few p reach ers can make 
the good y oung man seem the 
only 
wise y oung man with so much success 
as Mr. Sunday . 
He tells his audience 
that more than half the members 
of bis famous ball club are 
dead, 
that they did 
not 
live 
out half 
their 
day s, 
that 
they 
dissipat­ 
ed, drank and died. 
And he does not 
permit any man 
to hide under i l ­ 
euses. 
“ I do not take any stock in 
these excuses about environment,” he 
exclaimed. 
“ Men sin because they 
want to sin. 
A man .drinks because 
he wants to drink, and swears aDd lies 
and sieais and cheats 
because he 
wants to do these thing s 
Don’t tell 
me that a mau cau’t do right if he 
wants to. 
Christ eaa save any man 
and aoy man can come to Christ if he 
i wants to ”

“ I am much criticised sometime*» , 
especially at the beginning o f m eet­ 
ings. 
Most of this ^criticism comes 
from church members who are world­ 
ly and want to k eep on being worldly , 
or from people o f liberal ideas wno do 
not like revivals o r want conversions 
“ As to men, rather more men than 
women are converted in the meetings, 
and there is no dead line, but it is 
easier to reach y oung men than old 
men. 
Sin hardens and blights, and 
the sooner a man gets into the king­ 
dom of heaven the better it is for 
him .”

The hair is made 
with black paper, braided into one long 
plait a t the back, as the women wear 
their hair in Mexico. 
Sometimes a 
white teliua sa h ead d ress is made of the 
lace paper used by bakers and confec­ 
tioners. 
A flower pinata is decorated with 
large paper flowers in every color of 
the lainbow. Bed. white and green rib­ 
bons, forming long streamers, and sil­ 
ver and gold tinsel, g la ss balls and col­ 
ored lig hts all help to make the flower 
pinata very beautiful. The possibilities 
for dressing these pinatas are endless. 
In a large family the mother and 
daughters have their own pinatas, and 
great -secrecy is maintained in the dec­ 
oration of the olla. 
It is the aim of 
each to dev ise as original a dressing 
for the pinata as possible, and it can 
be made a very extra v a g a nt ornament. 
In the families of wea lthy Mexicans 
the luxury of the pinata often mounts 
into thousands. 
After the olla Is decorated to the taste 
It is filled. The filling consists of pea­ 
nuts, hazel nuts, hard candies, like 
marbles, and all kinds of Mexican 
dulces. These dulces are candied fruits, 
nut paste, etc. 
Christmas night the pinatas are car­ 
ried in great sta te into the sala and 
suspended from the ceiling one a t a 
time. 
All the relatives of the family 
are present, and as cousins of the fifth 
and sixth degree are recognized and 
children are very numerous there Is 
generally a large gathering. They all 
sit very demurely on chairs ranged in 
a row around the wa lls of the room. 
One person is constituted master of 
ceremonies, the eldest son or daughter 
of the house. He or she stands in the 
middle of the room. Near by is a jar 
or umbrella stand filled with apisaco 
canes or sticks.
